The weekly field trips from the 
M useum are well attended and 
proving profitable, and will be 
continued. 
P arasitism has arisen independ­ 
ently in m any groups of plants 
and animals. It consists in living 
a t the expense of another species. 
It m ay be perm anent parasitism 
as in the case of the louse, which 
can only exist on the body oi 
its host, or tem porary, as w ith the 
European Cuckoo, w hich lays its 
eggs in the nest of another bird 
w hich then rears its young. The 
parasitism m ay be fatal to the 
host, as w ith m any insects ,or it 
m ay do little harm . 
Among the higher plants, as 
found in our region, conspicuous 
parasites are the m istletoe and 
the dodder. The desert m istletoe 
is very common, form ing large 
bunches, on various shrubs and 
trees, 
especially 
the 
m esquite. 
Jepson 
calls 
it 
the 
M esquite 
Mistletoe. The berries are reddish 
in one variety, w hite in another. 
Jaeger, in his book on desert 
w ild flowers, gives a very in te r­ 
esting account of the birds w hich 
feed on m istletoe, and are in ­ 
strum ental in spreading it from 
tree to tree. A bird w hich is es­ 
pecially fond of the berries is th e 
Phainopepla, one of the most re ­ 
m arkable and characteristic birds 
of our region, recognized espec­ 
ially by the tall crest of feathers 
on top of its head. We have here 
an exam ple of m utual help in 
nature, the bird being supplied 
w ith food and in tu rn d istrib u t­ 
ing the seeds. T here are other 
kinds of m istletoe on the ju n ip ­ 
ers, and the cottonwoods have a 
large-leafed kind w hich extends 
all the w ay to New Mexico, al­ 
though Trelease who revised th e 
mistletoes, recognizes three d if­ 
ferent kinds on the cottonwood

During the past tw o years he has 
been lecturing in Mexico on a 
good w ill mission.

Though it apparently doesn t main or kill, the 
newest Nazi secret weapon is a lot pleasantei to 
write about than to meet up with in a night sky 
over the Reich, we judge. 
The tiery will-o’-the-wisps whose red flame 
races alongside American night pilots, or stands 
elusive at the very nose of a plane traveling .>00 
miles an hour, first pulled a surprised pilot and his 
crew out of their seats several weeks ago. Expect­ 
ing the radio-controlled balls of fire to explode, 
they ducked and dived and raced to get out of the 
way of the blast. But the weird lights followed 
along, reportedly harmless, assuring our flyers that 
this newest wrinkle in German psychological war­ 
fare is intended just to scare them to death. 
“Foo-fighters” our boys call the fire balls, and 
after the first startling encounter they insist they- 
re about as horrifying as a comic strip. 
We wish this Nazi “terror” move was real evi­ 
dence of depleted materials for live ammunition. 
Meanwhile, the super-scientists of the Reich may 
be wasting a lot of valuable time and effort in the 
clouds. Our lad’s weren’t reared with Dick Tracy 
and Flash Gordon only to be frightened out of their 
wits by a Nazi nerve-twanger. 


"Null!" 
There has been considerable controversy over 
the authorship of that World War I classic, “La­ 
fayette, we are here!” And there are certain his­ 
torians who contend that it wasn’t Patrick Henry, 
but his ghost-writer, who cooked up that famous 
line: “Give me liberty, or give me death!” 
But it is quite unlikely that anyone ever will at­ 
tempt to question the authenticity of the eloquent­ 
ly abbreviated reply—“Nuts!”—which the young 
commander of United States troops at Bastogne 
sent to the German general who had demanded 
their surrender. 
The heroism of the embattled Ameircans who 
turned defeat into victory at Bastogne will have its 
own page in history, for the men who fought there 
proved their right to be joined with that gallant 
gallery of the men of the Alamo, of Bunker Ilill and 
Gettysburg. And in the history of World War II, 
that 100 cf American word, “Nuts!”, doubtless will 
acquire a dignity heretofore denied it. At least no 
one ever will contend that it was uttered by a 
Frenchman, a Britisher, or a Russian. 
“Nuts” is pure American. And so are the heroes 
of Bastogne. 


Such Is Fame 
Maurice Evans, now a major in 
Special Services, lately has been 
performing in Honolulu for the 
troops. He did “Hamlet” one ev­ 
ening and was congratulated aft­ 
erward by a general who had 
been in the audience. “Very in­

WHAT IS DODDER? 


W hat has dodder to do with street cleaning? 
Dodder is 
a parasitic vine that has killed and is now sucking the life 
out of num berless desert shrubs. 
O ur precious Smoke Tree 
is especially susceptible to this weed. 
We must m ake an 
effort to exterm inate it. 


For the present, we ask all persons who are now rem oving 
shrubs and weeds from th e streets, to look for dodder which 
is conspicious by the orange-yellow patches which appear on 
the infected shrub. 
W hen it is grey and dead looking it is 
still harm ful if moved, as th e seed w ill be spread. 


“When you find dodder, sprinkle it with kerosene and bum 
it on the spot,” says the G overnm ent B ureau of A griculture. 


So you may know this weed w hen you see it, two samples, 
one living and one dead, are exhibited at the C athedral G ro­ 
cery Store and at the L ibrary; at the latter place, a govern­ 
m ent pam phlet on the exterm ination of dodder may be seen.

Rescue flights made 
by Air 
Transport Command pilots in In ­ 
dia can’t be witnessed by Palm 
Springs people, but local resi­ 
dents can at least get a vivid idea 
of these thrilling missions by see­ 
ing the display of draw ings being 
shown at the Village Book Shop. 
Several illustrations by Staff 
Sgt. Leonard Besser, who is sta­ 
tioned at the 21st Ferrying Group 
of the Air T ransport Command, 
are on display a t the shop. Sgt. 
Besser, having spent m ore than 
two years in India on a special 
assignm ent for ATC A rm y in te l-, 
ligence, made dozens of flights in 
the Middle East theater, helping 
with the aerial rescue operations 
and observing how these flights 
were made. He gave a graphic 
picture story of the task to ATC 
headquarters in W ashington for 
the record of the w ar and as one 
guide to future rescue operations.1 
A irm en who w ere h u rt a fte r, 
m aking emergency landings in 
the vast wild India sectors re ­ 
ceived help from the air in the 
form of doctors and medicine 
dropped by parachute from trans­ 
ports. These thrilling scenes have 
been caught by Sergeant Besser 
in his 
drawings,

natives

stricken airm en are also portray­ 
ed, showing the full rich legend 
of the ancient land w hich our 
planes now span alm ost hourly.

A quarter of a century ago 
Palm Springs was a drow sy little 
village of w in ter guests who idly 
relaxed in the desert sunshine. 
Into this quiet atm osphere came

w inter resort and in 1925 he put 
his constructive thoughts into ac­ 
tion and built a residence on the 
hillside overlooking th e Desert 
Inn grounds.

An ardent golfer and a firm 
believer in the benefits of compe­ 
tition in sports, as well as in busi­ 
ness activities, he conceived the 
idea of a nine-hole course on a 
strip of barren land adjoining his 
home, for the pleasure of himself 
and his m any friends. 


CONSIDERABLE TASK 


It was quite an undertaking to 
mold this arid desert ground soil 
into w hat w e now know as the 
scenic and 
beautiful 
O'Donnell 
golf course and it took great vi­ 
sion on the p a rt of its originator, 
for at that tim e this strip of land 
was a bit of the vast desert te r­ 
rain 
of 
rolling 
sand 
dunes, 
strange 
rock 
form ations 
and 
many w ashes from th e canyons 
of the bordering Mt. San Jacinto 
range. 
To aid him in this project, Mr. 
O'Donnell engaged the services of 
capable John Kline and together 
they laid out the course in an u n ­ 
usual m anner. 


LAYS OUT COURSE 


Mr. O 'Donnell stood on the plot 
that w as to be the num ber one 
tee, used his driver, then an iron 
shot and w here the ball landed 
he planted the first green. 
In 
the preceding m anner they laid 
out the nine holes of play. K now ­ 
ing the m axim um distance he 
could get w ith every club in his 
bag, 
Mr. 
O'Donnell 
made 
the 
length of the fairw ays in accord­ 
ance w ith his game so as to put 
all clubs into play at some tim e 
during the round. 
With only a sketchy blueprint 
of tee to green, the real under­ 
taking was still before them, the 
task of clearing sage and scrubby 
desert 
grow th, 
leveling 
s a n d 
dunes and crevasses to proper 
contours, th e laying of ton upon 
ton of precious top-soil and com ­ 
m ercial fertilizer to aid luxuriant 
growth over the en tire length 
and breadth of the course which 
covered b ette r than thirty acres 
of land. 
W ater w as piped from a nearby 
canyoft and stared in a reservoir, 
specially constructed for use on 
the new ly m olded golf links. 


BRING IN TREES 


For the beautifying of this land 
many A rizona cypress, oleanders, 
cottonwoods and over two h u n ­ 
dred stately palm s w ere imported 
with w hich to line each fairw ay 
into an attractive and unusually 
scenic 
vista. 
Later 
many date 
palms w ere added to enhance the 
desert atm osphere of the course. 
A sportier little nine hole links 
would be h ard to find. 
The greens proved to be of 
much concern to M r. O’Donnell 
and he tells, w ith a tw inkle in his 
eye, of pitching over the protrud­ 
ing rock barrier of th e San J a ­ 
cinto range on num ber five hole 
and having th e ball bury itself, 
deep in m ud, on the green that 
wouldn’t grow grass.

'Tree Basin— You are perm itted 
to lift ball, w ithout penalty, from 
a tree basin and place two club 
lengths away, retaining the line 
of flight of ball when entering 
basin. Ball u nder or near tree 
w ithout basin, consider as fair­ 
way, improving lie but do not re ­ 
move from original line of flight. 
Penalties—B all going 
out 
of 
bounds—loss 
of distance 
only. 
Ball landing and rem aining in 
palm trees, o r any o th er trees, 
consider as unplayable— penalty 
is 
player's 
option, stroke 
and 
distance— or, 
by 
adding 
tw o 
strokes you m ay lift and tee ball 
back of spot from w hence ball 
was lifted. U. S. G. A. rules ap 
ply on all o th er penalties. 
O ut of B ounds—Ball is out of 
bounds when it enters tree basins 
to rig h t of fairw ays of holes Nos. 
1-3-4-5 and 
6. Ball is out of 
bounds on No. 9 when it crosses 
No. 
1 fairw ay and enters tree 
basins. In all other cases, out of 
bounds 
stakes 
and 
boundary 
fences apply. Penalty for out of 
bounds—loss of distance only. 
B all in Road—Ball in road, lift 
w ithout penalty and

The giant C-54s which course 
the skyways have piled up m il­ 
lions of ton miles since the Cres­ 
cent began operation. 
For months the flight of Ferry­ 
ing Division crews over the Cres­ 
cent route, extending nearly 12,­ 
000 miles, remained a military 
secret but at last the War Depart­ 
ment lifted the veil sufficiently 
to reveal some details of the op­ 
eration.
